A series of nappy and 
informal 
speeches marked the public reception 
in the United Presbyterian 
church 
last night which came at the close of 
a day's conference here between the 
presidents of the colleges and theo­ 
logical seminaries under the super­ 
vision of the United 
Presbyterian 
church and Dr. W. T. Campbell, sec­ 
retary of the board of education of 
the church. 
The night reception was a very fit­ 
ting climax to the day of strenuous 
work for the educators even though 
they did “ talk shop" as Dr. T. II. Me- 
Miehael of Monmouth College, Mon­ 
mouth. 111., who 
presided at 
the 
epeeehmaking, indicated in 
making 
the closing talk. 
The noted educators were given a 
hearty and welcome 
hand 
at the 
small gathering. 
Due to the inclem­ 
ent weather the crowd was not large 
but there were enough to make the 
college presidents feel at home and 
they caught a breath of Rushville^ 
hospitality in the hour that they mix­ 
ed and conversed with Rushville peo­ 
ple. They all expressed their grati­ 
tude and thanks for the 
sociability 
and kindnesses exhibited 
for them 
flurinir their stay here and all were 
gratified that the 
conference 
was 
held here instead of Chicago as was 
originally intended. 
Many things of great importance 
to the United Presbyterian church 
and its colleges and seminaries were 
accomplished during the conference 
yesterday. 
The 
a rd i zn ti on of the U. I 


growing need of church educational 
institutions to combat the State and j 
larger universities which are now en­ 
joying a rather remarkable growth. 
He said the heads of the universities 
as well as do the small college presi­ 
dents realize the colleges 
should 
make a greater plea for students. He 
pointed out that the university has 
no place or time to work with im­ 
mature students from the high school 
who should begin in the small col­ 
lege before going to the university 
for specialization. Students of this 
class are a burden to the university, 
lie said. Dr. Thompson a s s e r t e d that 
the small college aud university pres­ 
idents are not at loggerheads but are 
working toward the same end. the 
common good iii educational circles. 
There is an imperative need now, he 
said, of the enlargement of the foun­ 
dation of the church institutions, as 
they can 
not work as they did a 
quarter of a century ago. 
Dr. Ii. T. Campbell, president cl 
Cooper College, 
Sterling, 
Kansas, 
who was introduced as the “baby of 
the college presidential group, since 
he has been president of Cooper less 
than two years, and the man with the 
red hair, by Dr. McMichael, replied 
that he saw no reason why red* hair 
should be made the subject of ridi­ 
cule, unless it is the same reason we 
make fun of the Irishman’s wit; be­ 
cause we admire it so much. Ile de­ 
clared he preferred his own red hair 
in preference to the gray or none at 
nt. pointing to Dr. McMichael and Dr. 
Thompson at the time. 
Dr. Campbell, who probably pos­ 
sesses some of the Irish blood that 
accounts for his wit, had a wealth of 
good stories. 
He asked Indiana peo­ 
ple not to speak disparagingly of 
Kansas until it had been given a just 
trial. 
Ile said it is not so bad as it 
seems. 
Dr. Campbell declared that 
the wind was the only thing against 
Kansas, and that no Kansas man 
would let a foreigner speak a word 
against that even. 
He said shortly 
after he had taken un residence in 
Kansas he chased his hat for four 
blocks before he caught it. 
A native 
of Kansas remarked that he was an 
easterner for Kansas people never 
run after their hats; 
they just let 
them go and catch the first one which 
blows by. 
He praised Kansas and 
said that Cooper College is located in 
the center.

Dodder occurs more or 
less 
ex­ 
tensively in different parts of Indiana. 
Few know its name or its destructive 
habits. 
This pest Is on the increase 
in the state. 
Our people are being 
urged 
to 
grow 
more 
leguminous 
crops. 
Here is a hindrance to the 
growing of some of the most valuable 
of our legumes. 
Farmers would do 
well to learn to know 
the 
Dodder 
plant and its seed so as to be in a 
position to avoid the loss it causes. 
It is an annual with slender yellow­ 
ish or reddish thread-like stems which 
twine in more or less heavy masses 
about the clover or alfalfa. 
It at­ 
taches itself to the host plant by 
means of suckers through which It 
draws 
its 
nourishment 
from 
the 
clover or alfalfa as the case may be. 
The plant has no leaves, but it bears 
clusters of whitish or pinkish flowers 
along its twining stems. 
The seeds 
of the different species of Dodder 
vary somewhat in size, being from 
one-thirteenth to one-eighteenth of an 
inch in diameter. 
They are greyish 
yellowish or brownish in color. 
In 
shape they are generally round, with 
the scar-bearing side more or less 
angled in some cases. The surface is

roughened and pitted. 
A small mag­ 
nify iug glass is essential in examining 
commercial seed for the occurrence 
of Dodder sued. The seed of this pest 
Is common in samples of alfalfa, and 
has occurred in a few samples o! 
clover sent to the seed laboratory at 
the experiment station for analysis. 
Dodder spreads rapidly in a clover 
or alfalfa field. 
It shows up first in 
patches. 
Watch for 
these 
patches. 
Root up everything on them and burn 
with the help of a little dry straw. 
This should be done before the seed 
ripens. 
Should a whole field become 
Infested before being observed or the

character of the pest known, it is besl 
to plow up before seed ripens and put 
in corn the^ following year. 
Should 
the seed have ripened plow shallow 
and early, harrow* at intervals of a 
week in fall and spring to encourage 
seed to germinate 
and 
to 
destroy 
seedlings. 
Follow with a well cared 
for crop of corn 
Avoid the use of 
seed containing dodder. 
Obtain rep­ 
resentative 
samples 
of commercial 
seed before buying. 
Send these to 
the agricultural extension department 
Purdue University, Lafayette. 
They 
will be tested promptly and 
report's 
made without charge. 
Try it.
